SUBMARINES. 


One of the most unexpected features of the arms con- 


ference has been the British attitude toward 
submarines. 


Alor°- with her prompt acquiescence in the American "capital 
ship'f proposal, with its great sacrifice of present battleships 
and its provision for future British and 
American naval 


equality, Great Britain would like to go much farther than the 
United States in submarine reduction. 


Her preference is f.or the complete abolition of sub- 


marines. In lieu of this, which she puts forward rather as an 
ideal than a definite demand, Britain wants to abolish the 
total tonnage of smaller.submarines to 60,000 or 65,000 tons 
instead of the 90,000 tons proposed by this country. 


These suggestions enlist the natural .sympathy of Amer- 


icans, who have never become reconciled to the under-water 
craft, with its asisassin character and ugly war record. If it 
were considered practicable, nothing would give our people 
greater pleasure than to wipe out this sea-murderer once for 
all. Such a consumation is, in the minds of many, one of the 
things for which the war was fought. Most Americans, how- 
ever and most nations, do not consider it possible to take 
sue!', action unless it is made binding on all nations; and the 
present conference, limited 
and 
informal 
as it is, has no 


authority to bind the world. That is a task f-or some future 
body representing all the powers, big and little. 


The other two British proposals seem open to no such 


objections. It is surely desirable to outlaw the submarine 
battleships, which are primarily weapons of offense, to be 
used at a great distance. And with the cruising submarines 
outlawed, American and the other powers would'hardly need 
so many of the smaller submarines for self-defense.

THE REAL WORLD PROBLEM. 


It is reported that many farmers in, northern Ohio are 


going out of business because their efforts have proved un- 
profitable. Twelve public sales in one district have been held 
already this:, fall, land more are forecast. This is but 'one of 
many such symptoms in many states. 


There is something wrong. The district in question is 


rarely adapted to fruit farming. It is close to market and 
transportation centers. What is the trouble? 


Have those farmers been raising the wrong kind of pro- 


duci ? Have they concentrated too much on fruits and neglec- 
ted other possibilities? Have high freight rates put them out 
of business? Or the low price -offered for the produce at the 
farm? Would better co-operative methods of purchase and 
sale have solved their problem? 


It is all part of the great economic tangle in which the 


world is involved. There is need for every ounce of food' 
which every farmer can raise. Farmers should be going into 
farming, not out of it. How is the sound connection to be made 
between the farmers and the world's table? That is the real 
world problem of today.

dians from Delaware county to the 
community enterprise that the Kee- 
toowah society of 
that 
tribe 
is 


founding in Cherokee county has 
served to recall here the story of 
the "Lost Cherokees," a story that 
is included in all of the later day 
Indian hiatorie;! but in varying ac- 
counts. Old time Cherokees of this 
section have lately brought forth 
what they declare is fohe "only true 
account" of the "Lost Cherokees" 
ever given to the public. These.au- 
thorities say they obtained their in- 
formation from their grand parents 
and insist that the version is ab- 
solutely correct. 
It happened back in 1838, their 


account runs, w.hen the Cherokees 
living in what is now called the 
""old south" sold a portion of their 
lands. This created an extreme bit- 
terness among a faction that was 
opposed to disposing of the triba 
property. Members of this faction 
forecast the sale as the beginning 
of the white man'.s encroachmen 
upon the Indians and argued tha 
if the sale was consummated it 
would only 'be a question of time 
wihen the Indians would be dis 
.possessed of all of their holdings 
to the Ibenefit of the pale faces. 


The Indians who are now recall 


ing the "Lost Cherokees" 
asser 
their grandparents 
described to 


them the bitterness with which the 
dispute raged between those who 
favored (selling a part of the tribe'is 
property and those who opposed. 
Finally, the faction opposed to the 
saJle delivered an ultimatum to their 
opponents to -the effect that if the 
sale was consummated those op- 
posing would migrate west. The sale 
went through and the dissatisfied 
Cherokees started out for a new 
home. 
Bitterness in the fight was lost 


and the faction that favored the 
sale accompanied the immigrants 
as far west as Mississippi river 
with entreaties that they reconsider 
and stay. But no amount of persua- 
sion would influence them to change 
their minds. When the river was 
reached, the advocates of the sale 
turned back to their homes and 
the other faaotion crossed .the stream 
and turned their faces to the west.

In the rush of com- 
pleting the ceremtmy within the 
allotted a few minutes, a wrong in- 
terpretation was placed upon tke 
flame 'bestowed toy Re'd-tomahawk, 
according to Mr. Gilmore, who had 
the Indian chief reppat the name 
after the ceremony, that ne might be 
certain of having it correctly placed 
in his historical records. Marshall 
Foch is placed in the mythorolgy 
of the Tetons as Charging Lightning, 
the word for thunder and lightning, 
being almost the same. •

the Standing * Rock reservation 
of 


the Dakota nation. The leader of 
this delegation was Red-tomahawk, 
who ceremonially presented a pipe 
to Marshal Foch, and also confer- 
red upon him a name In the Nakota 
nation. In his speech Marshal Foch 
said: 
"My friend: The first time 
I ever heard of the gresii general, 
Marshal Foch, was ox the time 
when we sent our yoimg men to 
Prance. At that time I never thought 
that I should ever see the great 
general; but today I have the hon- 
or and the pleasure to see him, and 
i am glad. The young men of th* 
French nation and young men of 
the Dakota nation fought together 
in the same cause against our com- 
mon enemy, aijd some of both na- 
tions^ died together in that struggle 
and were buried 'in 
the 
same 


ground-' 
"Then he held up 
the pipe and' 
said: 'Among my people the Dakotas 
it is our. custom^ to offer the pipe 
and smoke together, so iu like man- 
ner I "wish to smoke* -with the 
Marshal 'and to give him this pipe 
as a token' of friendship. Now the 
meaning of the pipe and. its parts 
are these; the pipe-bowl is. made 
from catlinite, a red stone which is 
found only in southwestern Mi.nne- 
sota. The stone in this use signi- 
fies that our friend shall be dur- 
able and unbroken. The hollow of 
the 
pipestem through which we 
draw the smoke straight, signifying 
that the words proceeding from our 
lips shall be just and true, .and that 


our paths shall be straight. >Th« col- 
ors of these ribbons upon the. pipe- 
stem also have their meaning. The 
white signifies that all former dif- 
ferences are cleared away, and we 
shall be candid friends. The red 
ribbon ia the color of blood and 
signifies that we are all of one 
blood.' 


"Then Red-tomahawk held the 


pipe first to the North, then East. 
to South and to the West; then 
alof to the .Sky, then downwards 
to Mother Earth. This was a form 
of invocation 
to all 
the 
Divine 
powers. 


Foch Puffs on Pipe. 


"He then lighted the pipe and 


drew upon it, and then offered the 
mouthpiece to the Marshal, who also 
drew upon it, and then to Major 
WelcL. 


"Red 
Tomahawk was obliged to 


abbreviate the ceremony because of 
the lack of time. He also abbrevia- 
ted the explanations of the symboli- 
sm for the same reason. If time 
had permitted all should have been 
seated upon the ground. 
• 
' 


"The 
material for smoking,- with 


which the pipe was filled, was a 
mixture of tobacco and the Inner 
bark of a native shrub, pieces of 
dogwood, Cornus stolonifera. 


"Tobacco is invested with some- 
thing of mystery and sacre'dness m 
the Indian thought, and was used 
ceremonically iu the manner of In. 
cense. 
After 
delivering the pipe to 


Marshal Foch Red-tomahawk de- 
cleared his desire and •purpose to 
confer upon the Marshal the honor 
of a name in the Dakota nation, °* 
VVakiuyan Watakpe. This name wltH 
which Red-tomahawk invested tie 
Marshal has significance In con- 
nection with the historic message - 
sent by the Marshal at the first 
battle of the Marne: 'The situation 
is excellent, I am attacking!' The 
meaning of the Dakota word wats- 
kpe is "to make an attack," "to 
charge". The meaning of the Dakota 
word wakinyan is lightning. There 
fore the meaning of the name Is 
"Lightning-in-attack." 
or 
"Llght- 
ning-wh'ich-attacks."
